Utility tax hike is set 
for the end of August

Phones, televisions and ovens 
in Placentia will play a big role 
this year in balancing the city’s 
budget. 

Every time residents flick on 
a switch they will help the city 
deal with an estimated $1 mil- 
lion in state cuts. 

Residents and businesses will 
start paying, near the end of 
August, an additional 2 percent 
— an estimated $3 to $3.50 a 
month, according to city offi- 
cials. 


Placentia, with its 5 percent 
assessment, joins 13 other Or- 
ange County cities that have or 
are considering a similar tax. 

The city — one of the first in 
the county to institute a utility 
tax more than 20 years ago — 
expects to raise $866,000 from 
the tax for its $22.6 million bud- 
get. 

City Administrator Bob D’A- 
mato defends the tax by saying 
that the city is in the middle of 
the pack of Orange County cit- 
ies with utility taxes.

It’s a rerun that Luci Grismer 
wants to see put out of syndication. 

The city’s unofficial watchdog 
marches up to the podium during 
bimonthly council meetings.

Tuesday night’s meeting she 
thinks there’s something more sin- 
ister going on.

They says it’s a combina- 
tion of technical difficulties and 
bad timing. 

“There was no inient for any

Marching to own beat 


Valencia High’s 
drum major in step 
with challenges

Jeremy McBee would never 
march to the beat of a different 
drummer. 

That drummer would have to 
march behind him. And so would 
the brass and woodwinds. 

The Valencia High School gradu- 
ate has been putting the school 
marching band through its paces 
in the role of drum major for two 
years. Now that summer break is 
here, McBee has no intention of not 
performing. 

His route to the front of the 
award-winning marching band 
hasn’t been a simple one. It has 
been a “rough ride,” he said. 

“T’ve tried not to let all the things 


that have gone on in my life get in 
my way,” said McBee, 17, who 
plans on attending Washington 
State University next year. ‘I love 
music and I just followed what I 
love.” 

McBee’s father died during his 
freshman year at Valencia. That 
was also the first year McBee tried 
out for the position of drum major, 
who leads the band through pa- 
rades to keep musicians in step and 
spins the baton for flash. 

He was turned down. 

Despite the disappointment of 
his first year, McBee came back 
for more. He tried again for the 
spot as drum major and was given 
a shot for the following year. 

Though he wasn’t a drum major 
while as a freshman or sophomore, 
McBee played drums for the band 
and also practiced his skills twirl- 
ing the baton. 

It must have been a right deci- 
sion. As an upperclassman, McBee 
reeled in several awards for his 
skills — including winning a state 


championship two years in a row. 

“It really makes you proud to 
win something, but I’m not in it to 
win awards,” he said. ‘‘I do it for 
the band.”’ 

“T get such a giant energy ru- 
sh ... You’re just so happy with the 
band, and yourself,’’ he said. ‘‘No 
drugs in the world can ever give 
you this kind of rush.”’ 

Though he triumphed on the field 
this year, things weren’t exactly 
easy at home. His moiner, Linda, 
became unemployed just about the 
same time she divorced from 
McBee’s stepfather. 

This left McBee in charge of the 
house, she said. In fact, he worked 
part-time jobs while holding down 
school, track and band practice. 

“T don’t think I can put into 
words how proud I am,” mother 
Linda Bemis said. ‘‘I’m out of 
work, so he pulled things together 
and even made this month’s house 
payments while not missing a

Woman charges 
plan isn’t widely 
known to people

Margarita Duncan feels cheat- 
ed. 

The lifelong Placentia resident 
believes she has been paying util- 
ity taxes for the last 23 years even 
though she qualified for an ex- 
emption from the tax based on 
her income. 

The problem is she never knew 
about the exemption and she 
blames the city for that. 

Duncan figures she has paid 
$480 in utility taxes since the tax 
went into effect in 1970 

Duncan said she and other low- 
income residents weren’t aware 
the city offers the exemption on 
the tax on gas, electric, cable and 
telephone bills. 

“T was never told about an ex- 
emption, and I feel they have sto-

len that money from me,”’ said 
Duncan, who works part-time for 
a local discount retailer and 
earns less than $12,000, the in- 
come limit for the tax exemption. 

But residents must apply for 
the exemption. 

“They never informed the pub- 
lic about this and a lot of people 
don’t know about the exemption. 
Many residents have been paying 
it that shouldn’t be paying it,” 
said Duncan, adding that she 
probably would use the money for 
food or other ‘“‘non-luxury items.”’ 

Duncan said ‘enough is 
enough.”’ She filled out a short 
form at City Hall Friday and ap- 
plied for the exemption. She also 
wants to recoup the tax she has 
paid after public hearings on a 
proposed increase take place on 
July 6. 

The city is proposing a 2 per- 
cent increase in the 3 percent util- 
ity tax as a way to replace an 
estimated $1 million in state cuts 
in this year’s budget. The City 
Council, which approved the bud-

Trustees OK $95.1 million budget

The Placentia Yorba Linda Uni- 
fied School District’s adult educa- 
tion program’s budget was ap- 
proved Tuesday, and _ trustees 
passed a districtwide $95.1 million 
spending program for the 1993-94 
fiscal year. 

The adult education program, 
which begins July 1, will have a 
budget of $186,000. 

The program will offer classes in 
parenting, English as a second lan- 
guage, and citizenship and classes 
to help adults earn a high school 
diploma. 

Sharon McHolland, assistant su- 
perintendent of educational ser- 
vices, said adult students must 
complete 180 credits in courses 
such as language arts, mathemat- 
ics, social science, science, fine 
arts or foreign language, health 
and electives to receive their diplo- 
ma. 

Adults also receive credit fo: 
work experience and military 
training. 

In unanimously adopting the 
budget, trustees agreed to make up 
an expected revenue shortfall by 
using leftover reserve funds from 
the fiscal year about to end. 

The district projects revenues of 
$91.6 million for the fiscal year. 

In other action, trustees award- 
ed a $399,900 bid to Tovey-Schultz 
Construction Inc. to refurbish the 
Valencia High School theater. 

Kim Stallings, assistant superin- 
tendent of administrative services, 
said the city of Placentia is split- 
ting the cost. 

Stallings said the work includes 
upgrading and repairing all safety 
features, complying with handi- 
capped access regulations, mod- 
ernizing the stage, improving the 
seating, expanding the heating sys-

get last week, still needs to final- 
ize the utility tax. 

City Administrator Bob D’A- 
mato said the exemption has al- 
ways been a matter of public re- 
cord. He said it has been brought 
up whenever the tax has been 
mentioned at City Council meet- 
ings. 

Lack of publicity isn’t the only 
problem with the exemption that 
bothers Duncan.

Mayor Maria Moreno agrees. 

She points out Fullerton, where 
the exemption is $19,800 for single 
residents and $30,500 for a family 
of five. The city also grants ex- 
emptions to any residents living 
solely off of Social Security. 

“T’m surprised by the number 
of people that are unaware of the 
exemptions, and I would hope and 
encourage the city to better publi- 
cize this information to the citi- 
zens,’’ Moreno said. ‘‘Obviously 
if cities around us have these ex- 
emptions, than we need to take a 
closer look at it.”’

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Adult classes to begin on July 1

The Placentia Yorba Linda Uni- 
fied School District will begin of- 
fering adult education classes on 
July 1. 

The district will offer residents 
older than 18 the opportunity to en- 
roll in any of five free programs, 
three of which lead to high school 
diplomas or certificates of comple- 
tion. 

The district's classes for limited 
English speakers will continue 
from 6:30 to 9 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday and 8 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Saturdays, said Ron Cozort, 
the district’s adult education pro- 
gram administrator. 

Monday, Wednesday and Satur- 
day classes are taught at Valencia 
High School and the Tuesday and 
Thursday classes are taught at the 
Whitten Center. There also will be 
an English language class from 8 
to 10 a.m. Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday at the Whitten Center. 

The high school diploma pro- 
gram offers two tracks, Cozort 
said. The first leads to a regular 
diploma that shows graduates 
have met all the requirements of 
the Education Code. The other 
path, called an adult school diplo- 
ma, also awards diplomas but 
those graduates only have met the 
minimum requirements. 

“The major difference is that the 
regular diploma program is cur- 
riculum-driven and meets Educa- 
tion Code standards while the other 
is competency-driven and says 
those graduates possess the knowl- 
edge of the curriculum while not 
actually taking all the required 
classes,’ he said. 

In other words, if an adult can 
pass examinations on the subjects 
they receive the credit, Cozort 
said. 

And both programs will give 
credit for work experiences and 
military training and schooling. 

Adults who have amassed a good 
bit of work experience and school- 
ing but have never organized it to- 
ward a diploma can choose the dis- 
trict’s General Education Develop- 
ment program. 

The program’s classes tutor 
adults in the five subjects they will 
be tested on: mathematics, writ- 
ing, social science, science and lit- 
erature/art. 

“The students need only attend 
until they feel they have sufficient 
knowledge to take the tests,’’ Co- 
zort said. 

And it’s not an all-or-none exami- 
nation. Students receive credit for 
those tests they’ve passed and can

retake those they’ve failed. 

Classes in parenting will be of- 
fered in September, Cozort said. 

“The goal of this program is to

No big jump seen in

Comcast spokesman Steve Ro- 
senthal said the council chambers 
don’t have the technology to record 
and that the mobile van unit used 
to produce the meetings also 
doesn’t have the technology to re- 
cord more than one hour at a time.

Plan to consolidate 
fire services not new 


Back in 1983, a fire-service 
consolidation plan that could 
have saved eight north Orange 
County cities more than $5 mil- 
lion, died a slow death. The cul- 
prits? Politicians who didn’t 
want to give up control over 
fire-fighting services in their 
communities, something that 
would have resulted had the 
plan been approved. 


The power brokers today 
might wish the plan had been 
approved. With city councils 
throughout the north county 
area battling budget-balancing 
fights, the fire-service plan is 
looking better with each new fis- 
cal year. So much so, that con- 
solidation of fire services is on 
the table again. This time, it’s 
being greeted as a financial sav- 
ior among many local politi- 
cians, some of whom were 
among the doomsayers of a sim- 
ilar plan a decade ago. 


Should fire services be con- 
solidated, and there appears a 
likelihood they will be, most cit- 
ies but not all will realize a cost 
savings. Some cities, like Villa 
Park, probably will see a jump 
in its fire-services budget. But 
overall, consolidation of fire 
services is realistic in these 
times of stressful municipal 
budgets. 

As in 1983, the consolidation

plan being offered today has 
merit. On top of the savings in 
tax money, the plan being of- 
fered appears to be similar to a 
mutual aid package already in 
place among north county cit- 
ies. The difference is that the 
consolidation plan is a regional 
one and will be less costly than 
the mutual aid now in existance. 


How much will cities save 
with the current plan? In 1983, 
La Habra estimated it would 
have saved half-a-million dol- 
lars a year with the plan then 
being proposed. There’s no rea- 
son to believe today’s plan 
would save less. 


The real question about the 
current proposal is will it work? 
We’ll never know unless the 
powercrats give it a try. 


In these times, when taxpay- 
ers are looking for a break in the 
legal plundering of their pock- 
ets, a fire-service consolidation 
plan should be approved without 
delay.

Seal Beach residents will pay an 
11 percent tax, up from 5 percent. 
La Habra has been at 6 percent for 
the past several years. In La Pal- 
ma, the City Council is considering 
a new 5 percent tax. 

Other cities such as Brea and Cy- 
press have no utility tax. The rea- 
son, D’Amato said, is that those 
cities rely on sources of revenue 
such as the Brea Mall and Los Ala- 
mitos Race Course. 

“We chose to be predominantly a 
bedroom community.

taxes is just getting old,”’ said Luci 
Grismer, one of the most vocal res- 
idents against the tax. ‘‘Placentia 
is the oldest city in the county to 
start a utility tax, and it’s just nev- 
er going away.” 

Mayor Maria Moreno points out 
that not all cities answer budget 
shortfalls by enacting a utility tax. 
She cites how the Anaheim City 
Council voted earlier this month to 
allow a controversial 2 percent 
utility tax expire Sept. 30, forcing 
an additional $9 million in cuts. 

“One thing that makes Placentia 
stand out is that we have had it for 
20 years in comparison to other cit- 
ies,” Moreno said. ‘‘During these 
stringent times I can’t see impos- 
ing additional taxes unless the con- 
stituency wants to impose it on 
themselves.”’ 

Moreno, who plans to propose to 
the council the option of setting up 
an election on the tax, believes it is 
the “fairest way.”

The 
fruit should be evenly ripe 
with a yellow or golden (not 
green) background color. 

@ To prepare cantaloupe, 
cut the melon in half, scoop out 
seeds and cut into serving-size 
wedges to eat with a spoon. To 
eat with a knife and fork, re- 
move the rind from slices. A 
melon baller can also be used 
to scoop cantaloupe into easy- 
to-eat bites. 

@ Cantaloupe makes a great 
appetizer when sliced and 
wrapped with prosciutto or dry 
salami. Cantaloupe slices can 
be seasoned with lemon or 
lime juice, fresh mint or 
ground red pepper (cayenne).

Forget what you've heard about fresh tomato 
sauces taking a lot of time to prepare. You can 
have the unbeatable flavor of fresh tomatoes in 
a pasta sauce without any peeling or seeding. In 
the following recipes, tomatoes are cored, 
coarsely chopped and cooked with other ingre- 
dients in only about 20 minutes before serving.

Fresh Tomato and Vegetable Sauce with 
Shrimp, also starts with the magic combination 
of fresh tomatoes, onion and garlic. Mix in zuc- 
chini and french cut grean beans; then add 
shrimp and cook until they turn pink. Serve hot 
over linguine.

UC epidemiologists and veteri- 
narians with the California Depart- 
ment of Food and Agriculture de- 
scribe the incidence of salmonella 
infection among mature chickens 
—and in their eggs — as extremely 
low. Nonetheless, California public 
health officials advocate some 
type of voluntary surveillance pro-

Because the true incidence of 
salmonella in flocks of laying hens 
is so low, however, meaningful 
samples in such a surveillance pro- 
gram would have to be tremen- 
dously large and cannot be accom- 
modated by the existing diagnostic 
system, Ernst believes. Imposing 
a surveillance program would be 
disruptive to the food-production 
industry, immensely costly to the 
consumer and still fail to reduce 
human disease. ‘‘A better invest-

ntitlement spending re- 
duction. 

That’s fancy phrasing 
for President Clinton’s proposal 
to increase the tax on Social Se- 
curity benefits, according to John 
Goodman, president of the Na- 
tional Center for Policy Analysis. 

Goodman claims the middle-in- 
come elderly would face the high- 
est tax rates ever imposed on 
American taxpayers. 

‘An elderly couple living on So- 
cial Security and a modest pen- 
sion could face a marginal tax 
rate 85 percent higher than the 
rate Clinton is proposing for 
younger taxpayers earning the 
same income. The culprit is the 
new Social Security benefit tax, 
which is actually a tax on other 
income,’’ Goodman said. 

In a recent policy background- 
er issued by the Dallas-based, 
nonprofit research institute, cur- 
rent laws and proposed changes 
have been scrutinized by NCPA 
analysts. 

“And up to this point, we 
haven’t seen any changes in Clin- 
ton’s schedule,"’ added NCPA 
spokeswoman Jeanette Nord- 
strom. 

Under the present law, the el- 
derly pay income taxes on up to 
one-half of their Social Security 
benefits if their total income (in- 
cluding one-half of their benefits) 
exceeds $25,000 for an individual 
or $32,000 for couples. Taxes are 
paid on 50 cents of benefits for 
each $1 of income above the in- 
come thresholds. 

The NCPA researchers said 
President Clinton proposes to tax 
up to 85 percent of Social Security 
benefits . Above the income 
thresholds, the elderly would pay 
taxes on 85 cents of benefits for 
each additional $1 of income. 

The analysts added the Clinton 
administration claims the change 
would increase federal revenue 
by $23 billion over five years. 

To calculate an example of the 
formula, consider an elderly cou- 
ple receives $12,000 in Social Se- 
curity benefits and $26,000 in oth- 
er income. Since the total amount 
of income as measured by a for- 
mula — $26,000 plus one-half of 
the benefits ($6,000) — is $32,000, 
the income tax applies only to the 
$26,000 in non-Social Security in- 
come. 

If the couple earns $1 more, 
however, the income tax applies 
to that $1 plus 50 cents of Social 
Security benefits. And if they 
earn $12,000 of additional income, 
an additional $6,000, or one half of 
their benefits, is taxed. 

The Dallas group considers the 
benefit tax a tax on other income.

come tax rate of 5 percent, the 
highest marginal tax rate on 
wages could climb to 112.75 per- 
cent. And for workers who are 
self-employed, paying a 15.3 per- 
cent payroll tax, the marginal 
rate could climb to 120.4 percent. 
The NCPA bulletin suggests 
that under the Clinton plan, there 
are far-reaching effects.

“Since 50 cents of benefits is 
taxed for each additional $1 of in- 
come, when elderly taxpayers 
earn $1 they pay taxes on $1.50. 
The effective tax rate on income 
is 50 percent higher than other- 
wise,’ the policy-finders write.

Monticello 
remembered 


Nixon Library 
to host look 
at gardens

he third president of the 
United States was an avid 


gardener who grew cab- 
bage, peas and even French arti- 
chokes on the grounds of Monti- 
cello. 

Thomas Jefferson's favorite 
vegetable was probably peas, giv- 
en the variety found at the presi- 
dent’s home, said Peggy New- 
comb, director of the Thomas 
Jefferson Center for Historic 
Plants in Virginia. 

Newcomb, who was also the as- 
sistant director of gardens and 
grounds at Monticello, will be at 
the Richard Nixon Library & 
Birthplace next week to give a 
slide-illustrated lecture on Monti- 
cello and the current restoration 
efforts under way there. 

The presentation will focus on 


the historic plants Thomas Jeffer- 


son grew and efforts that are be- 
ing made to re-introduce them 
into the 1990s garden. 

Newcomb will give the lecture 
on Monday at 7:30 p.m. and on 
Tuesday at 10:30 a.m. The cost is 
$8.50 and admission to the muse- 
um is included in the price of the 
lecture. The Nixon Library horti- 
culturist also will be available to 
answer any questions. 

The Thomas Jefferson Center 
was formed in 1987 and is an edu- 
cational program that helps to 
preserve and distribute heirloom 
plant varieties and present them 
to the public. The center also is 
responsible for publishing an an- 
nual newsletter called Twinleaf, 
of which 50,000 copies were dis- 
tributed this year. 

The formation of the center 
was inspired by Jefferson’s com- 
mitment to horticulture. Besides 


having plants and flowers at Mon- 
ticello, Jefferson also had a 1,000- 


foot-long vegetable garden and 
two orchards, one of which was 
used to grow fruit for brandy. 
“Gardening was a real passion 
for (Jefferson) throughout his 
lifetime,’’ Newcomb said. 
Jefferson seemed to love tulip 
poplars, golden rain trees and 
heirloom roses, she said. The 
heirloom rose is a popular histor- 
ic plant and is less prone to dis- 


ease than some of the newer vari-

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Solutions to your car problems from the Automobile Club of Southern California 


















Question: My 1986 Chevy Ca- 
maro has a problem. When I start 
the car, there is a very loud shriek- 
ing noise for just a few moments, 
and then it subsides. The noise will 
start up again, though not as loud, 
while I’m driving the car and 
seems to occur when I turn the 
wheels. Is there something wrong 
with my car’s engine, or are the 
wheels going to fall off? — R.N. 

Answer: No. From your descrip- 
tion, the problem does not appear 
to be with the engine or wheels. 
The problem is quite simple, with 
two causes. The power steering 
belt is worn and/or it’s slipping, 
thus causing the shrieking sound. 

If the belt is worn, replace it with 
the correct size belt, have the belt 
tension checked and tightened. If 
the shrieking continues after these 
repairs, your neighborhood parts 
store can sell you a spray can of 
special mixture that prevents belt 

noise.

Question: I have been thinking 
about converting my automobile to 
LP gas instead of regular gasoline.

Question: I am considering re 
placing the four standard head 
lamps on my '67 Olds Cutlass with 
the newer halogen type. Will this 
create any installation or other 
problems with my car? — O.L. 

Answer: Halogen headlights are 
available for most headlamp sys 
tems and should plug into your 
car’s existing system without any 
special adaptations. It is important 
to be sure the headlights are prop- 
erly installed and aligned to avoid 
safety problems with oncoming 
traffic. Alignment should be done 
on a special machine that most 
dealers and full-service garages 
have. Halogen bulbs do put out a 
whiter and brighter light that can 
be potentially blinding to other 
drivers when these bulbs are incor- 
rectly adjusted.

Question: The rear liftgate on my 
1987 Dodge Caravan refuses to stay 
propped up. I’ve been using a 
broom handle to hold it up when I 
need access to the rear cargo area. 
The dealer said it will cost more 






than $100 to repair. Is this some- 
thing I can fix on my own? — T.P. 

Answer: The Auto Club recom- 
mends that a rear liftgate, hatch- 
back or hood should not be propped 
up with a support such as a broom- 
stick. These vehicle parts are very 
heavy and if an incorrect support 
should slip or break, serious injury 
could occur. The problem is most 
likely worn out hydraulic lift sup- 
ports. These are usually easy to 
replace and available at auto parts 
stores and dealerships.They re- 
quire the appropriate tools (in this 
case, a torque wrench) and an as- 
sistant to hold the liftgate firmly up 
while the work is performed.

Question: I have a 1989 Honda 
Civic with about 50,000 miles on it. 
Recently, ony of my tires was 
punctured. Can I get by with just 
buying one tire, or will it affect my 
car’s performance. — J.G. 

Answer: You can buy one tire, 
but it is generally advisable to buy 
two new tires and place them on 
the same axle (either front or rear ) 
of your car. First, remember that 
the other three tires on your car 
are worn, and can fail. Second, the 
difference in diameter between the 
new tire and the worn older tires 
may cause steering problems if the 
single new tire is placed on your 
front axle. The car may pull to one 
side.

Question: I just had my car 
painted and I am not very happy 
with the results. There are lots of 
deep scratches around the trunk 
and the shop owner says there is 
nothing he can do since it’s already 
painted. He says the scratches 
may go away with time as I wash 
and wax the car. What can I do? — 
L.R. 

Answer: A few scratches can be 
removed with wax or compound 
but if the scratches are deep they 
can’t be waxed out. The most im 
portant part of painting a car 1s the 
prepration. In your case, the prep 
aration may have been poor, caus- 
ing scratches to appear. The 
scratched area can be sanded 
again and spot painted. However, 
if the paint used on your vehicle is 
customized, it may be difficult to 
match. In that case, the vehicle 
would have to be stripped of the 
recently applied paint, prepared 
again, and repainted.

An 
alignment is needed if there’s 
uneven tread wear or if the vehicle 
“pulls” on a flat road. 

Remove excess weight. Remove 
unnecessary items from the vehicle. 
Store only essentials in the trunk. 
Less weight means better mileage. 

Plan trips and errands. Look at 
your schedule and activities and try 
to consolidate your daily errands. 
Some trips may be unnecessary. 
Also, try to travel when traffic is 
light so you can avoid stop-and-go 
conditions. 

Avoid excessive idling. Shut off 
the engine while waiting for friends 
and family. And since today’s vehi- 
cles are designed to “warm up” fast, 
forget about those five-minute warm 
ups in the morning. 

Use windows and air condition- 
ing wisely. Due to air resistance, 
your mileage should improve if you 
keep the windows closed at highway 
speeds. This is true even with the air 
conditioning on— assuming that the 
air conditioning system is in good 
condition. In stop-and-go traffic, 
turning the air conditioning off saves 
fuel.

Drive gently. Avoid sudden accel- 
erations and jerky stop-and-go’s.

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Today’s dilemma: Sell first or buy first? 


(Editor's note: Patrick Veling is on va- 
cation. This column originally ran in 
June, 1992. It generated a large number 
of reprint requests from home sellers and 
buyers. ) 

There’s no doubt that there are some 
great buys in real estate today. First- 
time buyers see this. Low housing prices, 
combined with the lowest interest rates 
in nearly 20 years, have resulted in re- 
cord sales to first-time buyers. 

Sellers see first-timers as a golden op- 
portunity in today’s challenging real es- 
tate market. The size of the first-time 
buyer’s down payment and ability to 
qualify for financing — which used to be 
the primary concern of sellers — is not as 
important as one critical fact: They have 
nothing to sell. 

The ability to buy real estate in today’s 
market depends less on what the buyer is 
willing to pay than on how quickly the 
buyer can act. Many sellers, having seen 
prices fall since placing their home on the 
market, want to hedge against a further 
drop in selling price by closing escrow 
quickly. This puts the move-up buyer, 
also a seller, in a difficult position to take 
greatest advantage of today’s lower 
home prices and purchase money inter- 
est rates. 

Few move-up buyers in today’s market 
can afford to purchase without first sell- 
ing their home. And even if they could 
afford it, most real estate professionals 
would caution against it. Today’s market

So, what is a move-up buyer to do? How 
can a move-up buyer tie up the home of 
their choice at a bargain price? How can 
a buyer in this position convince a seller 
of his or her ability to meet the contingen- 
cy of sale quickly? 

First, hire a good real estate broker or 
agent. It is markets such as this in which 
real estate professionals earn every pen- 
ny they make. Their abilities to negotiate 
such a transaction far outweigh any mar- 
keting necessities. A by-owner transac- 
tion like this one is too risky for all but the 
most savvy home buyer. 

Next, have all the available data to

determine how motivated the seller of the 
chosen move-up home may be. Be aware 
that the seller may not yet be motivated 
because he or she may not have the data. 
If such is the case, the buyer’s broker or 
agent can paint a realistic picture for the 
seller regarding current inventories, av- 
erage time on market, average sales-to- 
list price, etc. 

If your home has been on the market, 
don’t submit a purchase offer without 
first being prepared to reduce your price. 
Sign a price reduction for your broker or 
agent to show the seller. 

Have your broker or agent show the 
seller comparable sales of the homes in 
your neighborhood, and the homes with 
which you will compete in today’s mar- 
ket. After all, the seller of your move-up 
home will, in essence, become the seller 
of your home in order to close the escrow. 
Enrolling the seller in the process will be 
mandatory in this partnership. If your 
home is not yet on the market, you are 
actually in a better position. The seller 
can’t question the reasons why your 
home has not yet sold. 

In addition to an offer for purchase, 
send your agent or broker with a signed 
listing agreement and all of the data pre- 
viously mentioned. Be sure your asking 
price is one that will result in a quick 
sale. 

I recommend move-up buyers not to 
put their homes on the market today un- 
less they have identified and opened es-

choice. You may wish to do the same by 
putting such a contingency into your list- 
ing agreement. 

The terms should be fair for everyone, 
including the seller. Your commitment to 
price your home to result in a quick sale 
should provide you a 30-60 day period in 
which to market your home without the 
fear of having your move-up home sold to 
another buyer. 

Don’t allow your move-up home to re- 
main on the market ‘‘subject to back-up 
offers.”’ This could result in your having 
to remove the contingency of the sale of 
your home, or the loss of the new home 
altogether. 


Instead, allow the home to be placed 
back on the market for back-up offers 
only after the 30-60 day initial period. I 
recently negotiated, in advance, a 30-day 
extension of the initial marketing period 
if my move-up buyer lowered the price of 
his home by at least two percent. 


Reserve the right to cancel the escrow 
and your listing agreement, without pen- 
alty, in the event your home has not sold 
within the specified period of time. 

The right negotiation strategies, com- 
bined with realistic expectations by sell- 
ers and buyers, can make it possible for 
move-up buyers to take advantage of to- 
day’s real estate prices. Choosing a real 
estate professional with the proper skills 
will make all the difference.

Raising money for charitable causes is 
not an easy task. But several Orange 
County charities have come up with a 
novel way to get people to donate to their 
causes. 

It’s called ‘‘Home Tours,’ and it’s 
proving to be both popular and profitable. 
By combining a magnificent piece of real 
estate in the county with the talents of top 
interior designers, charities create 
events that attract thousands of people 
and raise tens of thousands of dollars 
each year. 

A home tour is set up by first getting 
the owners of the property to agree to 
open their homes for a period of time — 
anywhere from one day to four weeks — 
for public viewing. Next, interior design- 
ers and area retailers are recruited to 
donate their skills and to provide the fur- 
niture, window treatments, table set- 
tings, etc. for the home. 

Once the home is model-perfect, it is 
opened for public tours, with the pro- 
ceeds from the ticket sales going to the 
sponsoring charity. Because so many of 
the homes selected for tours are consid- 
ered to be Orange County’s finest, the 
proceeds can be considerable. 


One group that has enjoyed great suc- 
cess with home tours is the Orange Coun- 


ty Philharmonic Society. Last year, the | 


group chose a sprawling, 8,500-square- 
foot mansion in Cowan Heights as their 
home. A private ‘‘before’’ party was held 
for society inembers and their families at 
the home while construction was still un- 
derway. Guests to the bare bones party 
paid $10 each to view the neo-classical 
mansion in Rocking Horse Ridge. 

Months later, after 22 top designers 
from the American Society of Interior 
Designers of Orange County had worked 
their magic on the mansion, the doors 
were thrown open to the public. Thou- 
sands of people paid $15 to visit the home, 
which later went on the market for $3.9 
million. 


In the end, all parties were happy — the 
interior decorators were given a place to 
showcase their talents, the public was 
given a view of perhaps one of the most 
luxurious homes in the county, and the 
Philharmonic Society netted nearly 
$100,000 for its music education pro- 
grams. 


The Philharmonic House of Design 1993 
was even more successful, with ticket 
sales for the May event up 16 percent and 
a projected net profit of over $100,000. 

The setting this year was a 10,000- 
square-foot, Spanish-style home in Santa 
Ana Heights. Built in 1931 on 1.4 acres, 
the rambling compound consists of a 
main house, a cabana, a theater, a veran- 
da, a guest house and a gentlemen’s re- 
treat room. 

“Tt was a very gracious home that cap- 
tured the good life and times of the Span- 
ish gentry,”’ said Peggy Crosby, chair- 
person of public ralations for the Design 
House. 


The home, having been completely ren- 
ovated by a team of designers who 
spared no expense, is now on the market 
for $2.9 million. 

For charities, the low production cost 
and the high rate of return of home tours 
is a boon.for their fund-raising activities. 
And foffthe public, being able to view 
some of the best real estate in the county 
for a small fee is a delight.
